REMARKS 



This amendment is presented in response to the Office Action dated August 1 1 , 2005 
(hereafter, the Action). In the Action, the Examiner issued a restriction requirement, indicating 
that Claims 1-54 (Group I) were patentably distinct from those of Claims 55-60 (Group II) and 
further that Group I includes patentably distinct species comprising Claims 1-30 (Group I, 
Species I), Claims 31-44 (Group I, Species II), and Claims 45-54 (Group I, Species III). 

In response, Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's characterization of the 
patentability of the Claims as filed. Nonetheless, in an effort to expedite prosecution of this matter, and 
without adopting the characterization of the Claims provided in the Action, Applicant elects Claims 1-30 
(Group I, Species I) for prosecution herein. Accordingly, Applicant further withdraws claims 3 1-60.
